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REMARKS 

Please reconsider the application in view of the above amendments and the 
following remarks. Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 1 through 
12 and claims 21 through 31 are allowed. 

Disposition of Claims 

Claims 1-31 were pending in the application. Claims 13 through 20 have been 

canceled. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The Examiner rejected claims 13 through 16 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by US Patent 6,507,855 to Stern. Claims 13-16 have been canceled. 
Therefore, the rejection of claims 13 through 16 is moot. Applicant hereby requests that 
the rejection be withdrawn. 

The Examiner rejected claims 17 through 20 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by US Patent 6,620,204 to Malcolm. Claims 17-20 have been canceled. 
Therefore, the rejection of claims 17 through 20 is moot. Applicant hereby requests that 
the rejection be withdrawn.
